A total of 1.7 
million federal em ployes would 
benefit under the bill, with the

The House spent Wednesday 
debating the issue of whether it 
deserved an increase after go­ 
ing nine years without one, and 
heard a resounding “ y es” from

LOUISVILLE. Ky. (A P)—The 
Ohio R iver applied m ore p res­ 
sure on Kentucky and Indiana 
today but slowly retreated in 
three other states. 
The river and its tributaries 
have taken nine lives, left at 
least 110,000 homeless, and run 
up a multimillion-dollar bill in 
property dam ages. 
Fed by heavy rains earlier, 
the river stood at 45.9 feet in 
Louisville, or 17.9 above flood 
stage, and still was climbing. 
This level is about l l feet be­ 
low the disastrous 1937 flood.

ing of the floodwall after city 
workers fell behind schedule in 
closing it off to the downtown 
area.

The floodwall at P arkersburg.

IO feet higher than flood stage.

1,350 families to flee.

Flyw ay, especially South Da­ 
kota, Nebraska, Colorado, and 
Texas.
